An agricultural club usually does 
the beat work when in connection 
with some school or is under the 

supervision of the countv school 
superintendent, thouffh this is not 
necessarily the case. 

Heretofore the clubs have often 
been called Corn Clubs and liave 
confined their efforts to corn rais- 
in);. During the coming season 
the plan is to expand the work to 
cover a variety of farm activities 
sudi as eom, in yield and profit 
contests; potato raising in similar 
tests, testing and keepius records 
of dairy cows, buttermaking,bread- 
makintr, sewing;, gardening and 
forestry. In an article of this 
length it is impossible to go into 
any details, however we want to 
say that all these activities are to 
lead to the yoang people's depart- 
ment of the state show at the Ag- 
ricultural G>llege next January. 
Assistance will be given from time 
to time; experts from the college 
will visit the clubs and a limited 
amount of apparatus will be loaned 
for the use of the members. De- 
tailed instructions will be triven in 
regard to all lines of work under- 
taken. / 

There are numerous benefits that 
will be gotten by boys and girls as 
well as by teachers who get in 
touch with the Extension Service 
of tlie University. The prize lists 
offered at the annual Farm Prod- 
ucts Exhibition contain valuable 
premiums and as the work devel- 
ops, other attractive features will 
be added, such for instance as free 
trips to the State Fair, available to 
boys and sirls in each of the 
counties.

'Tfxfxjrai'h and Telki'iionc 
CoMPANiEH. Any association or 
corporation, or the lessees or man- 
agers thereof, organized for tbe 
purpose, or anr indlfidnal, shall 
have the right to construct and 
maintain lines of telegraph within 
this Stale, and to connect the 
same with other lines, and said 
companies tthall receive and trans- 
mit each other's messages without 
unreasonable delay or discrimina- 
tion, and all such companies are 
hereby declared to be common 
carriers and subject to legislative 
control. Telephone companies 
operating! exchanges in different 
towns or cities, or other public 
stations, shall rt^ceive and trans- 
mit each otiier's messages without 
unreasonable delay or discrimina- 
tion. The (Jeneral Assembly 
shall, by general laws of uniform 
operation, provide reasonable regw 
ulalion to give full efifect to this 
section. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to interfere with tha 
rights of cities or towns to ar> 
range and control their streets snd 
alleys, and to designate the places 
at which, and the matter in which, 
the wires of such companies shall 
bs erected or laid within tbe 
limits of such city or town.' 

*'.\nd Whereas, since the adop- 
tion of the present constitution in 
the year 1891, the Legislatare of 
Kentucky has failed to pass any 
laws putting this provision of the 
eonstitation into effect;

MAKINejHBNB IJtY. 

M. Joubert, profeeeor at the agri- 
cultural college at Fontainebleau, 
Franoe^ bdiaves that he baa diaoov' 
ered a new and simple method of 
making hens lay. He feeds them 
with wine in addition to their ordi- 
nary food. The professor hss not 
allowed his diaeorerj to ba made 
known lightly. He has been experi- 
menting with fowls of all Idnda for 
several yeara^ and finds the same 
result in ereiy case. In esch case 
he experimented for the four winter 
months with two sets of twelve fowls 
of the same breed, adding bread 
soaked in wine to flie food of one 
of the two sets of twelve. After six 
se])arate trials, the wine-fe<l hens 
laid more eggs, in the proportion of 
twenty eggs a month or Uwreaboutp^ 
the professor reports.

The South is accepting the cot- 
ton boll-weevil as an unavoidable 
accompaniment of its agriculture 
in every locality where it -ffaina a 
Tooting. The great problem now 
seems to be to get farmers gen- 
erally to follow such cultivation of 
cotton anil such diversification of 
crops as will reduce the iojurv 
from the pest to the minimum. 
With the introduction of such 
methods ahead of the . probable 
weevil invaaiotf of a loeality, there 
ia hope of thwarting; the panic 
that usually has followed the first 
seaaoB'h deatmetive work of the 
pest in fresh fields. Ai^riculture 
in the South does not face ruin 
from the weevil. Even cotton- 
production can be continued profit- 
ably in spite of the annual toll 
exacted by thia insect: The Ala- 
bama experiment station advises 
that planters menaced by weevil 
should reduce t^eir cotton acreage 
so that what remains may be given 
the best of cultivation, and tlie re- 
maining land should be put into 
crops for human food and for 
feeding an increa.sed amount of 
stock. It is advised that bankers, 
produee eichMMm ancl fhnners 
should organize to push the cam- 
paign for better cultivation and a 
varietar of crops bafort tbaaa be- 
coini' iiiiiterallvtr

RAllroad reiiresenfatl ves sprung a 
surprise on the ralln>ad commission 
Wednesday nighl by appearing before 
the committees on railroads of the two 
houses and flgbtlng the bill, drawn by 
Lawrence Finn, extending the power 
of the railroad commission. Mr. Finn 
haa a letter from Col. Henry L. Stone, 
^ief attorney for the L>. tt N. rail 
road, stating that he would not oppose 
the paaaage of tha bill. Ha aaid that 
Mr. Finn was aathariaad to qoata 
him to that aCaat ta aoavaatiaa with 
membera el tha laglatatara. Tha T. 
ft N. ia act yat Ightiac tlw bm. ao 
that aaybody afald talM aottoak bat 
tha othar ralliaadi afa aalttad a Ight 
Tha MU ilTaa tha laMiaad aaMartaaion 
a iraat deal aata power lhaa the com- 
mlailaa aow haa; aad it waa a aurprisa 
to avarybody that tha L. ft N. had 
agreed not to flght tha Mil. 

But all doubt about how the other 
railroad* would stand was not at rest 
when the representatives of the rail- 
roads appeared before the committees 
and said that they were opposed to 
the passage of the bill. They did not 
do much good with the committee 
as that body decided to report the 
Finn bill with the recommendation of 
the committee, and the passage 
through the house and senate. The 
bill may have some rough sledding. 

It is predicted by Mr. Finn, who ta 
chairman of tha railroad oommlssioo, 
that if the raihfoada baat thia bUl. 
there will ba a campaiga ant tima 
membera of the laglalatura ara alaetad, 
with tha railroads as tha iaaaa aad the 
people win send a leglalatara to Frank- 
fort that la oommlttad to tha paaaage 
of a draatla lailrodd law, giriac tha 
commlaaloB power to eontrol. The 
commlaalon raally haa ao power aa It 
now itand* and eaa do but Uttla to 
relieve the burdens of the shippers. 
The people think that the commission 
has much greater power than it has. 

Tho most far reaching bill that has 
been Introduced in the legislature at 
the present session Is one thai has 
attracted but little attention. Tlii- 
bill retaliates the liability of employ- 
ers for accident to employes. It re- 
moves cfmtributory negligence as a 
defense in civil action for damages. 
It also provides that assumption of 
risks can not be plead as a defense in 
such action*. Tha law appllaa not ony 
to railroads, but alao to all employ- 
er* of labor aad maana that tha bars 
would ba thrown dowa for lawyers 
who make a praetlee of damaia auits. 
It would mean that a man who waa in- 
jured, even though by his own fault, 
could 8tin maintain a suit for damages 
and the negligence that the plaintiff 
was guilty of, would count only in 
miflgstion of damages. The bill was 
Introduced by Repreeeutatlve Wealey 
V. Perry.
